Robert Treat Paine, Jr., for Governor, Wil- 


liams Men in Control, Platform 


and Speeches, Lively Times 


John H. irack of this city was chosen 


at the democratic state convention in 
Boston yesterday as the nominee for 
lieutenant governor. This result was a 
surprise even to i[r. Slack's friends, 
and was not sure until the withdrawal 
of Mr. Slaltery as a. candidate for the 
nomination Wednesday evening-. After 
this Mr. Mack was the only candidate 
mentioned with any show of emphasis. 


The chief opposition to him was re- 


ported as from this city, Henry S. Ly- 
ons working' against him Wednesday 
night, by saying that he lacked strength 
at home, and even failed to be elected 
a delegate to the convention. 
This, 


however was ineffective. 


Air. Mack returned to this city early 


this morning- and found already waiting 
for him several telegrams of congratu- 
lation. 
This morning at his office and! 


on the street he was kept busy receiv- 
ing- congratulations from men of both 
parties. 


Lecal democrats are greatly pleased 


at this result and express confidence 
that his name next to the head of the 
ticket will increase the democratic vote 
far ahead of previous records. 
Mr. 


Mack will spend much o€ his time dur- 
ing- the campaign, which will besin 
about October 1, in the hands of the 
state democratic 
committee, 
making 


speeches throughout the state. Plans 
for his campaign work will be outlined 
soon. 


Local democrats are already begin- 


ning- to' plan for a big- rally to be held 
in this city, at which Mr. Mack will 
speak, and it is confidently expected 
that it will be the biggest in this part 
of the state. 


At Boston 


Boston, Sept. 22.—The Democratic 


rtate convention yesterday at Mechanics' 
hall carried out its plan of electing del- 
egates to the national convention, but it 
was under the most exciting circum- 
stances that have ever prevailed in a 
Democratic convention. 


It was a fig^i of the Boston Democracy, 


represented by Representative Fitz- 
gerald and Senator Kelliher, against 
the state Democracy, Jacked up by Will- 
iams, Drinkwater, Callahan and Mc- 
Nary, and the state Democracy won af- 
ter one of the warmest political debates 
heard in any convention hall in recent 
years, where the partisans of each 
shouted and cheered until they were al- 
most speechless. 


At times it seemed as though even the 


force of 100 policemen in the hall would 
be of no avail, so impassioned were those 
upon the floor, and the climax came 
when, atl the instigation of Chairman 
McNary, a captain of police appeared 
upon the platform and placed his hand 
upon Congressman Fitzgerald in readi- 
ness to forcibly remove him from the 
platform had fcs not subsided and al- 
lowed the chairman to address and calm 
the excited assemblage. 


The cause of the tumult, which raged 


for nearly three hours, was the ques- 
tion before the body accepting the ac- 
tion of the state committee in present- 
ing a list of delegates to the national 
/convention of Democrats next June. 
It was claimed by those who opposed the 
idea that it was against all precedent 
and robbed the various districts of their 
constitutional rights.

St. Louis, Sept. 22.—The following: 


1 resolutions were unanimously adopted 


"by the conference of governors and at- 
torneys general to discuss the trust 
question; 


I—The enactment and 
enforcement 


both by the several states and the ram n 
of legislation, that shall adequate and 
fully define svs crimes any attempted 
monopolization or restraint of track' in 
any line of industrial activity, with pio- 
visions for adequate punishment, both 
of the individual or the corpoiation that 
shall be found guilty thereof; punish- 
ment to the corporation to the extent of 
its dissolution. 


2—The enactment by each of the states 


of the united legislation for the adequate 
and proper control and relation of cor- 
porations chartered by that state, and 
we recommend as efficacious a system 
of reports to, and examination by state 
authority of, the corporations organized, 
under its laws, to the end that they be 
brought to a. fair observance of the laws 
under which they are created. 


S—The enactment by each state of laws 


that will prevent the entrance of any 
foreign created corporation into its 
limits for any other purpose than inter- 
state commerce, except on terms that 
will put the foreign crffated corporation 
on a basis of equality with the domestic 
created corporation of the 
state en- 


tered, and subject to the same laws, 
rules and regulations 9t the state that 
it enters which are applicable to the do- 
mestic corporations of that state, and to 
this end we recommend legislation that 
is ould make it mandatory upon corpora- 
tions seeking to engage iR business out- 
side the state of their creation that they 
procure licenses from the foreign state 
as a condition precedent to their entry 
into such state: such license to be grant- 
ed on such terms and subject to such re- 
strictions as will place the corporation 
subject to the same control, inspection, 
supervision and regulation as the do- 
mestic corporation of that 
state, and 


subject to be revocable if the conditions 
thereof are violated. 


4—The enactment of state legislation, 


declaring that a corporation created in 
one state to do'business exclusively in 
other states than where created', shall 
be prohibited from admission into any 
state. This proposition ts supported by 
decisions of the supreme courts of sev- 
eral states, but we believe it should be- 
come by legislative enactment uniform 
throughout the states. 


5—That no corporation should be 


formed, in whole or in part, by another 
(Corporation. 


6—That no corporation shall own or 


hold any stock in another corporation 
eng-agedi in a similar or competitive 
business, and that no officer or director 
of a corporation shall be the offic-er or 
director or the owner of stock in another 
corporation engaged in a similar or com- 
petitive business, the object or result of 
which is to create a trust or monopoly. 


7—Recognizing that trusts are usually 


composed of corporations, and that cor- 
porations are but creatures of the law 
and can only exist in the place of their 
creation and 'cannot migrate to another 
sovereignty without the consent of that 
sovereignty, and that this consent may 
be withheld when desired, \ve recom- 
mend as the sense of this conference 
that each state pass laws providing 
that ryj corporation which is a member 
of any poo! or trust in that state, or else- 
where, can do business in that state. 


Resolved, that it is the sense of tfv'a 


conference that all the capital s??ck of 
private corporations should 
be 
fully 


paid either, first, in lawful money or 
second, in property of the actual cash 
value of the amount of the capital stock; 
and that in all private 
corporations 


with a capital stock issued in excess of 
the amount actually paid up as above 
provided, the shareholders shall be liable 
to the extent of twice the face value of 
the stock held by each.

Christopher T, Callahan 
of Holyoke, 


chairman of the state committee, who 
spoke, in part, as follows: 


This convention day is the opening of 


a earf.naigrn which should prove to be 
productive of a more satisfactory result 
for the Democratic party than that of 
any campaign since 1S93.

•whether France, in condemning to pun- 
ishment an innocent captain whom she 
believed to be guilty, has committed a 
greater crime than has President Mc- 
Kinley in shielding from punishment a 
captain found guilty of swindling his 
government out of millions of dollars, 
and whom the president knows to be 
guilty. 


Not until he was overpowered by con- 
gress and an indignant people did he 
abandon his opposition to the war for 
the freedom of Cuba, but, grasping the 
tailboard, of the war chariot, he and 
Hanna 
hung on and now cheekily 


claim full credit for the gfarious victory 
for themselves 
and 
ths Republican 
Party. 


This whole policy of imperialism pre- 


sents but one question for discussion. 
the natural right of man to he free. It 
is for those who brlii.ve as we believe 
upon this great question, to unite with

One of the important phases Of the 


convention will be the 
discussion of 


purely state issues, 'which is foreshad- 
owed in the address of Chairman Mc- 
Nary and form some of the most rugged 
planks of the party platform. The 
pro-position that the state lease the Bos- 
ton and Albany railroad, upon which it 
has an option through a clause in the 
iChafiPr, is one of these, and there are 
several other questions ^affecting the 
people of Massachusetts, which it will be 
thought wise to discuss from the stump 
this fall, rather than to confine the cam- 
paign to a 
presentation of national 


questions, however important, at least 
one of which is in a very confused con- 
dition. The active champion of these 
measures in the house will be Represen- 
tative McNary, who regards it as no 
"step-down" from a former senatorship 
thus to initiate on the floor of the house 
issues from which his party is expected 
to gain largely in the popular estimation. 


is Mr. McNary's address: 


The principles of democracy are as 


full of vital force today, in the thought 
and action of the people, as when pro- 
mulgated by Thomas Jefferson, or as 
when maintained and enforced by our 
second great leader, the soldier-states- 
man, Andrew Jackson. 
They are the 


guiding stars of 7,000,000 of our peopl?. 
as embodied in that magnificent declara- 
tion of human rights, the Chicago plat- 
form, and as advocated by that brilliant 
orator, that honest and 
incorruptible 


legislator, that sound and conservative 
statesman, the great tribune of the plain 
people, the third great leader of our 
historic party, William Jennings Bryan. 
The Democracy of Massachusetts will 
today pledge allegiance to the great prin- 
ciples of our party, and, with no hesita-l - 
ing glance or faltering step, will planl 
itself firmly upon every plank of the 
declaration of principles laid down at 
the last national convention. 


It is with feeling of sincere regret that 


we think of the Brothers who have de- 
parted from us iTi the campaign of 18%. 
It is with pleasure that we note their 
tendency to return to their ancient fctith 
uncl animate themselves with its life- 
giving- principles.

wnose banner 6.51)0,000 men marched in 
the greatest political struggle ever 
known In American history. 


The press .and politicians who believe 


tn unity and harmony, without regard 
to principles, tell us of the 
beautiful 


prospects of victory which would be ob- 
tained by casting Bryan out; by drop- 
ping bimetallism; by being 
conserva- 


tive on trusts, and by being easy and 
Indefinite as regards imperialism. Then, 
they declate, we would huVe harmony 
and sueoeew. 
But harmony on the basis 


of such a negative platform we absolute- 
ly refuse. 
In 15>9(i the Democratic party 


cut loose from negative platform decla- 
rations, and placed itself firmly before 
the people as the champion of Its his- 
toric dOftrlnes of equal rights for all. 
In the Chicago platform It pronounced 
In favor of the rights of man as against 
the privelegen of property and of ac- 
cumulated 
wealth. 
The line was 


drawn; the die was cast, and the 
Democracy must hereafter stand for the 
rights of the people and against the 
privileges of the favored few—corpora- 
tions, monopolies and trusts, which have 
grown great and rich through special 
privileges granted by legislation. 


We hold to the declaration of principles 


laid down in that platform. 
We pro- 


nounce for bimetallism, for the money 
of the constitution, for the free roinage 
of both gold and silver, the policy which 
Was followed By this country from 1789 
to 1S73, and under which we grew jjreat, 
happy and prosperous. 


On the question of Income tax, the 


Democratic party stands today as it 
Btood in 1896—In favor of placing the 
burden of taxation upon the shoulders 
of those best able to bear it. 
On the 


question of injunctions, the Democratic 
party, as in 1896, demands that 
tha 


usurpation of law by federal judges ar. 1 
federal courts in the interests of cor- 
porations and against the working men 
should cease, and should lie prohibited. 


Meanwhile, under the fostering legis- 


lation of the Republican party, there has 
been during the last two or three years, 
great, alarming and portentious increase 
in the combinations of corporations and 
of accumulated wealth into that form 
of corpulent monopoly known as trusts. 
These great combinations of capital 
stifle competition in all directions. 
The 


enormous aggregation of wealth into 
those great monopolies and trusts is a 
menace, not only to the ordinary Indi- 
vidual, but to the very state itself; for 
who can say that, as against the enor- 
mous power, influence and money of one 
of these great corporations, the legis- 
lature of one of our slates can orevaiL. or 
that, in a short time, even the national 
congress will not be powerless. 


Under the fostering policy of the pres- 


ent administration, these trusts have 
grown and multiplied at an appalling 
rate. 
The attorney general of the Mc- 


Kinley administration declares that 
there is no law and no method of pre- 
venting their organization, development 
and existence. 
The task which the 


American people are going to demand 
from the Democratic party is that they 
grapple with this great and, momentoy* 
evil and present a plan for the control of 
these great corporations, by the state 
and national government, or for their 
dissolution and extinction, and the Dem- 
ocratic party will accept the people's 
commission, and will do the people's 
will. 


We denounce the policy of the Mc- 


Kinley administration in its treatment 
of the islands wrenched from Spain, as 
antagonistic to the principles contained 
In the Declaration of Independence, and 
the provisions of our national constitu- 
tion. 
The war, which was begun in 


behalf of the oppressed people of Cuba, 
and not for the acquisition of foreign 
territory, which President McKinley de- 
clared would be criminal aggression, is 
now, 
under the direction of the same 


president, being turned into a policy of 
conquest and subjugation. 
The people 


of the island of Cuba, to whom we prom- 
ised freedom and independence, are still 
under the control of the government of 
the military forces of the United States, 
with no declared policy on the part of 
the administration as to their ultimate 
destiny. 
The United States is in honor 


bound to keep its sacred pledges made 
before the world to maintain its honor 
untarnished, and to give freedom to 
those oppressed and heroic people who 
struggled so manfully for it. 


Nobody pretends that the Philippine 


islands could ever become states of the 
American Union, and, therefore, must 
be held as a vassal country, subject to 
our control. 
Along what path does this 


McKinley policy of colonial expansion 
lead us? 
Inevitably to the establish- 


ment of a large standing army, which 
would call for a grievous burden of in- 
creased taxation on the American work- 
ing man for the holding in subjection 
of conquered peoples. 


The further development of the Mc- 


Kinley colonial policy would, inevitably, 
be a participation in the control of the 
conquest and partition of China by Eu- 
ropean nations, and already we are 
urged by some of our commercial bodies 
to such action. This means an associa- 
tion with England in the commercial 
exploitation of that vast country, an 
alliance with her along the lines of co- 
lonial expansion, and sooner or-later a 
conflict of our ancient friends. England's 
ancient foe, the great empire of 'Rus- 
sia. 
Here, again, the McKinley policy 


runs counter to the policy and the wise 
advice of the founders of the republic, 
which was to avoid mixing ourselves in 
the controversies of Europe, or implicat- 
ing ourselves in the ordinary vicissitud.es 
of her politics or the ordinary com- 
binations and entanglements 
of 
her 


friendships and her enmities." 


The Democratic party of Massachu- 


setts can secure the respect and support 
and a larger proportion of the people 
of the state than it has formerly enjoyed, 
and a. unity of action on state lines, at 
least, of all who believe in the Demo- 
cratic principles of government, by tak- 
ing an advanced position upon state and 
local issues in the interest of the people, 
and against the exactions of franchise- 
seeking corporations, by'favoring legis- 
lation in the interests of better govern- 
ment of towns, municipalities and coun- 
ties, 
and by demanding legislation 


for the protection and- advancement of 
the interests of the working classes of 
the state. 


The Democratic party In Massachu- 
setts should, through its representatives 
in the Massachusetts legislature, psp- 
pose legislation for the public ownership 
and control of street railways, electric 
lighting and power plants, gas plants, 
plants for heat, and 
distribution of 


po-.ver. and for all services connected 
therewith. 


The Democratic party should demand 


that no further franchises should 
be 


given to quasi-public corporations, with- 
out provision that they Should terminate 
at. a certain''d'ate, at which time the 
plant may be acquired at a reasonable 
price by the public, or at any previous 
time if the people of the community so 
vote. 
The Democratic party, In the legisla- 


ture, should demand the enactment of 
legislation restoring to cities^the local 
self-government and' control1'of their 
own affairs, providing for greater powers 
of the city councils, and for absolute 
publicity In the conduct of the affairs 
of such bodies.

should stand for honest and progressive 
legislation in the interests "of the peo-

It 


was then reported that there were pres- 
ent 1471 delegates out of a total ol 1639 
entitled to seats. 


The first sign of discord developed 


when Mr. Drlnkwater of Braintree 
hioved the appointment of a committee 
to present nominee* for delegates to the 
next national convention. Before the 
motion couU t* put Mr. Doyle of Brock- 
ton, amifl irnsrtrs and hisses, 
tried to 


amend tha motion to the effect that it 
was the sense of the convention that 
action should not be taken on the mat- 
ter at this time, but it should be left for 
settlement next June as usual. 
The 


amendment wa& lost, and 
then Mr. 


Ramsdell of Lynn vigorously denounced 
the proposed action of the state commit- 
tee. 


He was followed by Mr. Haggerty of 


Southbridge In opposition to the plan, 
and Patrick Gilroy of Springfield, who 
favored H. The latter declared that the 
delegates should not "t>ow the knee to 
Mayor Qulncy of Boston." 


The excitement was at fever pitch 


when, amid the cries of hundreds for the 
right to speak, the chairman recognized 
Congressman 
Fitzgerald, 
He 
was 


greeted with cat cries, hisses and cheers. 
He bitterly arraigned Mr. Williams and 
the action of the state committee, and 
his remarks so enraged a. portion of the 
audience that it was only upon the ur- 
gent demands of the chairman that he 
was allowed to continue. So violent, 
hpwever, became his personalities that 
the chairman called upon a captain of 
police to restrain him. He styled the 
convention a "snap" one, and said the 
committee had arranged a plot to make 
a regular "trust" out of the delegates 
present. He warned 
the 
committi-e 


that its downfall was certain. He asked 
for an honest count and a fair show. 


Mr. Gallivan of Boston replied to the 


utterances of Mr. Fitzgerald, and said 
that the delegates had just heard the 
wail, and declared that the congress- 
man was "so steeped in political crime 
that he ought to be ashamed to raise his 
head upon the platform." 


The tumtflt became almost without 


bounds at this point, but was somewhat 
quelled by sturdy wielding of the gavel 
by Chairman McNary. with the aid of 
the police. Mr. Gallivan then declared 
that the gentleman who had just 
"yelped" had brought into the hall a 
number of men from the cattle ships. 


Senator Kelliher, the next speaker, 


protested against the participation In 
this convention of men who had no 
right there, and could not be elected 
delegates. 
He declared that If 
al- 


legiance to Air. Williams is a test of his 
Democracy, then he is not a Democrat. 
He protested against the election of 
delegates to a convention that has not 
yet been called. 
He declared that the 


question at issue is the most vital that 
has been presented in the party for 25 
years, and should be settled rightly. 


Mr. Crowley of Boston followed. He 


Quoted Lincoln's words In regard to 
"fooling the people." He declared that 
the city employes from the city hall had 
been sent to the convention by Mayor 
Quincy, to break up the convention. He 
referred to Congressman Fitzgerald as 
the Concord Junction "megaphone," and 
spoke at length in favor of the original 
motion. 


Mr. Mellen of Worcester followed. He 


declared himself in favor of the mo- 
tion, and said that the campaign of 1900 
had opened. 
If the Democrats of Mas- 


sachusetts are united upon Mr. Brjjan 
for 1900, it ought not to be difficult to 
select a delegation to represent them to 
maintain the standard of the past three 
years, and to stand by the state com- 
mittee. 


Mr. Shafter then moved the previous 


question, and it was declared carried by 
a small margin. 


DECOYED BY GREENE, 


President Steyn Considers That Kru- 


ger's Proposals Were Fair, 


Orange Free State Bound to 


Assist the Transvaal, 


London Papers Impressed With the Added 


• 
Gravity of the Situation. 


London, Sept. 22.—A dispatch from 


Bloemfontein states that the Orange 
Free State volksraad met yesterday with 
a full attendance, and President Steyn 
read a carefully prepared speech. 


He expressed regret that the relations 


between Great Britain and the Trans- 
vaal had become strained. Members, 
he saW, were aware of the meeting of 
Sir Alfred Milner and President Krug&r - 
at Bloemfontein, when President Kruger 
made proposals 
which^ although re- 


jected by the British high commissioner, 
were unanimously considered through- 
out the Orange Free State to be ex- 
ceedingly fair. 


Proceeding to review the negotiations, 


President Steyn said the Transvaal had 
been decoyed by the British diplomatic 
agent at Pretoria, Mr. Gieene, and he 
practically accused the imperial govern- 
ment of a breach of faith. He said he 
was disinclined to advise the Transvaal 
government to accept the latest British 
demands. The present critical state of 
affairs could not be a matter of indif- 
ference to the Orange Free State, which 
was bound by treaty to afford assist- 
ance to the Transvaal, and he had, 
therefore, convened the volksraad to de- 
eide what attitude should be taken.

tions not only conducive to peace and 
prosperity, _but also in the interest of 
their beloved state. 


Immediately after the speech Presi- 


dent Steyn asked the volksraad to go 
into secret session, which was agreed 
to unanimously.

Latter Will Resign State Chairmanship at the 


Requssi cf the Former. 


Baltimore, S=pt. 22.—Governor !<1oyd 


Lowndes, who is a candidate for re- 
election on the Republican state ticket, 
has de mar/led the resignation of United 
States Senator George L. Wellington aa 
chairman of ttee Republican state central 
committee, and it is understood that 
Senator Wellington will comply at once 
with the governor's request.

McNary to announce the result of the 
vote, practically an unanimous one in its 
favor.

a long speech to the effect that the dele- 
gates had been denied the right to vote 
as they should, and that an honest and 
fair count was not obtained. 
The police 


were again called upon to compel the 
delegates to remain in their seats, and to 
stop the use of megaphones on the floor, i In Berlin it is also 
Mr. Fitzgerald appealed for a division of 
the house, and"a roll call, but the chair- 
man ruled that he had not stated a 
privilege question, and he gave way to 
Mr. Gargan.

CARVING FOR THE FAMTLY,

T 


HE masculine head of the family is 
usually the one who is compelled 
to do the carving, because a, strong 


hand is erroneously supposed to be nec- 
essary to separate the piece of meat 
Into portions for the plate of each diner. 
Once the art of carving is understood 
the work is quite as easy for one per- 
son as fcr another. 


The carver's chair should be a little 


higher than those of the rest of the 
family and should be placed quite close 
to the table. The only utensils ne&ded 
are a, sharp carving knife, with a steel 
to keep its edge in good condition, and 
a two pronged carving fork provided 
with the protection afforded by a guard 
designed to prevent the knife from flip- 
ping in delicate operations. 


A little knowledge of anatomy will be 


of assistance, and he should try to learn 
%vhat are the best parts. 
These he 


should serve to each person equally, or, 
as in the case of a fowl, where desira- 
hle parts will not go around, they 
ehould be served to guests first and then 
to members of the family in the order 
of seniority. 


The carving- nf a fowl is not an easy 


matter and requires some experience 
to make one proficient at it It should 
be remembered that in cutting a joint 
either in fish, fowl or ordinary meat the 
joints will be of the ball and socket or- 
der, that require a twist of the point of 
the knife to separate them. 


The knife should be first inserted into 


the breast of the fowl and passed be- 
tween the legs and the body, pressing 
the former outward, so that the joints 
are divided. Then cut along the breast 
a short distance down the sides, leaving 
some white meat on each side of the 
breast bone. After that cut down to 
the joints and take off the wings. Next 
take out the wishbone by inserting the 
knife across the breastbone and, cut- 
ting diagonally outward, remove the 
slices on each side of the central bone. 
Pheasants are carved in the same way, 
but smaller birds, such as partridges, 
pigeons and snipe are, except in cases 
where the bird is abnormally large, di- 
vided through the centsr. 


A sirloin of beef is cut lengthways 


with the rib and sliced across with the 
undercut. 
Many persons are fond of 


the delicate fat found at the end of the 
undercut, and some of this should bo 
served with each helping. It Is the cus- 
tom to carve the undercut before tho 
upper side, and the slices should be cut 
through thinly. Cut straight down to tho 
bone, giving with the upper portions 
•ome of the streaky fat. 


In serving a fillet of beef It is some- 


times cut straight across, sometimes di- 
agonally, the slices being removed an 
Inch or so from the under surface. The 
ends of the fillet are not served, but are 
cut across so that nice, large slices may 
be served. The rib of beef is cut the 
length of tho flat bone, the bones being 
loosened from the meat by a couple of i 
dexterous cuts before slicing. There is! 
ueually little difficulty 1n slicing a large 
jqint, as It may be generally cut in one 
direction. 


A loin of veal is cut through the 


thickest part In very thin slices, a por- 
tion of the kidney and fat being served 
to those who like It. The fillet is cut In 
round 
elicns 'horizontally. 
Whon 
a 


tongue is carvr-d, it should bo cut 
•tralght through the thickest pnrl, 
leaving enough tissue to keep the parts 


together. The slices should be fairly 
thin and wedge shaped. When a ham is 
cut, it is sliced from the knuckle end, 
which is turned 
to the carver's left 


hand. 
The slices should be thin and 


taken off toward the right. 


A saddle of mutton is carved in long 


slices, half lean, half fat. A cut should 


first loosen the shoulder by means of a 
curved cut about an inch deep. A lon- 
gitudinal cut will then separate the 
ribs from the neck. The shoulder may 
be carved the same as a piece of mut- 
ton and served with or without the 
ribs. The neck is best cold. 


In cutting fish suppose one is helping 


to sole. 
First remove the head and 


tail, then cut straight through the bone, 
putting a narrow double piece on each 
plate. Some persons prefer to make a

The leg and loin of lamb arc carved 


like the same parts of mutton. In carv- 
ing a fore quarter of lamb one should 


division at the top, sliding the knife 
under this to give single slices. Tastes 
differ as to which part of a fish is most 
toothsome. 
Mackerel, turbot and flat 


fish nro generally served in single slices, 
the knife being run down the backbone 
and 
a number of incisions made at 


right angles with the first. When the 
upper part of the fish is finished, it is 
turned over, and the lower part is cut 
and served. Cod is served in slices as 
unbroken as possible. Whiting is, as a 
rule, served with the tail of tho fish 
curled into the mouth and is cut in 
two when necessary. 
When salmon is 


served, a narrow slice from tho back 
and a narrow piece from the underpart 
should be given. Tho back is thick and 
dry and the underpart is fat nnrl juicy.

When all are ready, fill them with 
a fricassee of fish made according to 
the following directions: 


Scatter a little sieved yolk of egg over 


the top and serve very hot. Jlake half 
a. pint of creamy melted butter, and 
add to it a teaspoonful of lemon juice, 
a tablespoonfnl of finely chopped pars- 
ley and a dust of curry powder and 
cayenne. 
Divide n boiled whiting of 


medium size Into flakes, carefully re- 
moving1 the skin and bones, and mnke 
it hot in the snucc, but take care that 
the latter does not boil after tjie lemon 
1ulce has been added, as it, will curdle. 


New designs in serviette rings are al- 


ways acceptable, especially if the design 
is in any way at all out of the common. 
The latest <vishion in rings are those 
made of two thicknesses of medium or 
heavy weight round -thread bleached 
linen. They are cut with one end point- 
ed and the other square, and at the 
pointed end a buttonhole is made, and 
at the square one a button is sewed. 
Then work in embroidery on the outside 
at the pointed end an initial letter, a 
bird or tiny spray of flowers. 


The way to make the rings is as fol- 


lows: Cut the linen in strips about 2% 
inches wiJe and S inches long, which 
allows of one-quarter inch turning all 
round. A true half square point is made 
at one end of each eight inch strip be- 
fore the rings ara made up. The em- 
broidery is also done on the upper piece 
before putting together, and the design 
placed near, but not too close, to the 
pointed end. so that when buttoned the 
design will be uppermost, thus enabling 
th^ members of the family to distin- 
guish their own rings at a glance. 


The embroidered piece is then sewed 


to a plain piece for lining, turned 
through the square end, smoothed, pull- 
ed into shape, the square blind stitched 
up and a tiny trail of brier stitch of 
French dots carried all round the ring 
to keep the edges in shape. A button- 
hole is worked in the point and the ring 
completed by a button at the other end. 


With regard to the button, which is 


placed on the square end, it is not nec- 
essary to have a very elaborate one, as 
anything neat will serve the purpose as 
well. When selecting a button, it should 
not be too small, as most people, espe- 
cially the male portion, like something 
substantial to get hold of. Anything 
from a linen or pearl to a neat enamel 
button will look extremely well, or if 
buttons with shanks are used the 
shanks can be sewed in place on an 
eyelet hole made at the square end of 
the linen and the shank put through 
and securad by a ring or small tape 
tie on the underside, this being a great 
advantage should the rings require 
washing. The same rings, made a little 
larger, make very handsome handker- 
chief or music holders and are really \ 
very nice birthday or wedding presents.

Have ready a delicate curry sauce (about three- 
quarters of a pint), simmer the sweetbread and 
tongue in it for three-quarters of an hour, let it 
pet cold and then place on ice for an hour. 
Cook six or night tomatoes in butter until they 
arc reduced to a pulp, add a pinch of sugar, a 
dust of cayenne and s saltspoonful of celery salt 
and an ounce of glaze; pacs the tomatoes, through 
a sieve and add sufficiently strong aspie jelly 
(about half a pint), which is cool, but not set, 
to enable you to mold the puree, and stir in a 
few drops of carmine, but it is important to 
keep the color as natural as possible. Fill some 
small tomato molds (or low cup molds will an- 
swer the purpose) with the tomato puree, and 
when it is set turn out the molded puree; care- 
fully remove the middle and fill half the little, 
tomato shapes with the iced curry, then place tha 
remainder of the shapes on the top of those con- 
taining the curry, so as to form whole tomatoei; 
make a little ho'" in the top of each, and put in 
a tiny piece of parsley stalk. Serve the tomaloei 
on small rounds *f green aspic.

Like a chapter from "The Arabian 


Nights" read the adventures of J. W. 
Young, a miller, of Minneapolis, who, 
until a few years ago, was a scout for 
the British government and a pros- 
pector on his own account in the 
Transvaal country and in the land of 
the Zulus. Mr. Young during his life- 
time has had more than his share of 
adventures, especially in Africa, where 
he went from Maine, his native state, 
in 1875, says a special correspondent 
of the St Louis Globe-Democrat. 


"If it comes to an actual conflict be- 


tween the Boers and their allies and 
the Britons, the Britons will win, pro- 
vided they do thteir fighting with artil- 
lery at long range. If they attempt to 
•whip the Boers with troops armed with 
rifles, they may possibly win in the 
long run, but they will lose so many 
men that the game will hardly be 
•worth the candle." Such is the opinion 
of Mr. Young, who is as familiar -with 
the African country and the people 
there as he is with the cities of New- 
York, Chicago and St. Louis, where he 
lived for many years. Since his return 
from Africa a few years ago he has 
kept in,-touch with the affairs of the 
country and is in constant correspond- 
ence with friends there. 


"If England goes to war with Presi- 


dent Kruger," continued Mr. Young, 
"she will find she has undertaken a 
mighty big contract, and while she will 
undoubtedly win in the end the flower 
of her army will have fallen before the 
guns of the Boers, who will flght until 
the last man drops. The Boers aro 
the finest marksmen in the world, and 
the poorest shot among them can dou- 
ble discount the so called crack rifle 
shots of the United States and Eng- 
land and then turn around and do it 
all over again. It conies as natural 
for them to shoot as It does for a duck 
to take to the water." 


Mr. Young, who has a fine collection 


of African curiosities, speaks the Zulu 
language to perfection and tells hun- 
dreds of interesting stories regarding 
the people of that little known coun- 
try. 
"In company with Charles Emer- 


son, a Maineite, like himself, and 
'Long' Thompson of San Francisco, a 
forty-niner, by the way, I went to Afri- 
ca in 1875 to prospect in the Trans- 
vaal and in Zululand," says Mr. Young. 
"Emerson had been there before and 
•was as much at home in that faraway 
country as he was in his native town. 
,We traveled all over the Transvaal 
and Zululand until 1879, when the Zu- 
lus became hostile, and then we had to

"Then tbe minor 'oom' may wish to 


confer a favor upon one or more of 
bis subjects. He gives him a subdi- 
vision of the territory over which he 
presides and confers upon him the 
title of 'oom,' or chief. So, you see, 
there are hundreds of 'ooms' in Zulu- 
land, and aa President KrugW is the 
ruler of the South African Bepubllc 
he ia naturally 'Oom Paul'—that is, 
Chief Paul, no uncle about It 


"Emerson, Long and I were among 


the first white men to do any prospect- 
ing in the Zulu country. Many white 
men had been killed by the natives, 
and our friends never expectad to see 
us come out alive when we departed 
into the forbidden land. 
For many 


weeks we trekked through the Zulu 
country, prospecting here and there. 
One day, as we were traveling along, 
we were surrounded by a band of the 
natives, and in a short time Queen 
Marjorie appeared, seated upon the 
back of a bullock and attended by a 
large number of her women. 


"Well, I thought our time had come, 


especially as the Zulus began closing 
in on us, shaking their broad bladed 
spears in a decidedly threatening man- 
ner. 
Emerson was tbe coolest man in 


our party. Instead of losing his head 
he took the bull by the horns, as it 
were, and that is tne reason I am able 
to be here today. Advancing to the 
queen, whose sole garment consisted 
of a dirty cowhide apron, untanned 
and tied around her waist, Emerson 
assisted her to alight from the bullock 
and then dropped on his knees at her j 
feet. He sang his little song, or spoke I 
his little piece, if you will, and then j 
arose and began conversing in the I 
most familiar manner imaginable with 
the old girl, who was not a prize win- 
ner in a beauty show by a long way. 


"The flattery Emerson poured in up- 


on the unsophisticated Marjorie was 
Bomething awful, but the giddy queen 
seemed to like it, for instead of being 
displeased she smiled very broadly and 
even went so far as to pat Emerson 
upon the cheek. Emerson realized he 
had made an impression, and before 
the queen departed on her royal bul- 
lock my Maineite friend and partner 
had purchased with a string of beads 
that cost 10 cents the right to prospect 
in the country without molestation by 
the natives. We remained in the vi- 
cinity of the queen's headquarters for 
a long time, and one member of our 
party became so friendly with one of 
the young women of the band that she 
led him to a rich deposit of gold ore. 


"We talked the matter over at con- 


siderable length and finally decided to 
begin operations on the gold deposit 
but in this we had reckoned without 
the male members of the Zulu band. 
They entered serious objections to our 
removing any of the gold, and It was 
the friendly offices of the queen that 
enabled us to get out of tne country 
alive. 


"To leave Queen Marjories country, 


which is on the far side of the Ele- 
phant river from the coast "^e had to 
pass through the 'thipchy belt' which 
at that time was one of tbe most dan-

quit and go to Port Natal. Later I 
was in the employ of the British gov- 
ernment as a scout, and for a long 
time I was with the flying column 
commanded by Colonel Wood and aft- 
erward by Colonel Russell, now Lord 
Baker Russell, with whom I remain- 
ed, in company with Emerson and 
Long, until the end of the war. 


"During the progress of the war I 


was constantly at the front, sometimes 
accompanied by the correspondent of 
the London Times, but more often 
alone or with Emerson and Long as my 
companions. Many and many a time 
did we risk our lives and narrowly 
escape being captured by the fculus in 
getting bits of news for tbe London 
Times man or information which we 
knew the commander of the English 
forces would want. 


"On one occasion, after we had been 


out on a scouting expedition for sev- 
eral days, we learned of a move con- 
;emplated by the Zulus which it was 
highly 
important 
Colonel 
Russell 


should know. 
There was a strong 


force of the natives between the Brit- 
sh forces and our little party, and 
how to reach the colonel we were at a 
oss to know. We finally started for 
headquarters and had proceeded but a 
short distance when we were ambush- 
ed and made prisoners. To this day I 
cannot understand why we were not 
killed at once, but for some reason we 
were not.- That night, while we were 
under a heavy guard and the leading 
'corns' of tbe Zulus were disetTssing 
our case, Emerson arose from his 
place beside the campflre and said a 
few words which I did not then un- j 
derstand, not at that time having 
learned the Zulu language. 


"Emerson had hardly finished speak- 


ing when we were set at liberty. The 
greatest homage was paid to us, and 
on the following day we were escorted 
with honors to within a few miles of 
Colonel Russell's headquarters. 
The 


Zulus were at that time far more ig- 
norant and superstitious than they are 
at the present day, and it was to this 
fact that we owed our lives. Emer- 
son had simply told the natives as 
they sat discussing our case—and he 
talked to them in tueir own language— 
that he was really a Zulu whom the 
Great Spirit had made with a white 
skin in order that he might mingle with 
the white men and learn their secrets 
and their plots against the Zulus. 


"Superstitious to a marked degree 


and thinking there were no white men 
In the country who knew their lan- 
guage, the Zulus readily belioved Em- 
erson, and when he also told them 
that Long, who stood over 7 feet in bis 
stockings and was a magnificent speci- 
men of manhood, was a sample of the 
white men that would be sent to crush 
them if any Violence was done to our 
little party the Zulus were terror 
stricken and decided to release us. 
; "Many persons In tbe United States 
—and well mr'ormoa p^iuuu.., *.,jo—nave 
an Idea that the word 'ooin,' as applied 
to President Kruger of the Transvaal, 
means uncle. This is an error, as the 
word Is a Zulu word, meaning chief, 
or ruler. 
'Oom' Paul simply means 


'Chief Paul' and nothing else. There 
are hundreds of 'ooms' among the Zu- 
lus, whose language lino entered large- 
ly into the dally life d' the Boers. 
IThe main ruler, when he vifUiufl to con- 
fer a favor upon a subject, makes him 
an 'oom' of a certain territory, over 
which the new ruler has absolute 


subject,.,o£_ course^ tp^tbfi .cc- 


gerous places in the whole of Africa, 
and all on account of a small fly. These 
flies are insignificant looking little 
things, but to all domestic animals ex- 
cept the donkey their bite is more 
deadly than any disease known in the 
tropical countries is to human beings. 


"The moment an animal is bitten or 


stung by one of these flies it begins to 
show signs of distress, a huge black 
blister in the shape of a circle appears 
around the bite, and in a few hours in 
most cases the brute is a corpse, swol- 
len beyond recognition almost. 
Once 


In awhile the animal survives, but not 
oft"n. TMs 'thipchy belt' is really two 
belts, about 40 miles apart. We were 
naturally in a hurry to get out of the 
country and so determined to pass 
through them, as it was but 150 miles 
to the coast that way, white to go 
around them meant a trip of more than 
400 miles. 


"When we started, we had 40 oxen. 


We penetrated the first 'thipchy belt' 
for a mile or so and then came upon 
hundreds of dead animals, the herd of 
a venturesome herdsman who had at- 
tempted to cross the belt. Before morn- 
ing all but eight of our oxen had been 
killed by the flies, so we turned around 
and trekked back again, arriving at our 
starting point with but five animals. 
Procuring new oxen, we took the 400 
mile trip and in time reached our des- 
tination. 


"While in Pretoria I often went hunt- 


ing with the son of 'Oom Paul' Kruger, 
and it was on these trips I learned to 
recognize the superior marksmanship 
of the Boers. They hunt on horseback 
almost entirely and -when the game is 
sighted dash after it at full speed. 
When within, say, 100 yards of the 
quarry, they slide from their horses by 
throwing the left leg over the horse's 
head and jumping to the ground a few 
feet in advance of the animal, which 
mmediately circles off to the left 


"The instant the Boer strikes the 


ground his rifle jumps to his shoulder, 
and instantly there comes a puff of 
smoke. In 09 cases out of 100 the bul- 
let goes true to the mark, and the game 
falls. By this tinte the horse has com- 
pleted a small circle and has returned 
to his master, who re-enters the sad- 
dle with the same easy grace that he 
left it, and once more the Boer sharp- 
Bhooter is off like the wind."

A daughter was born Thursday morn- 
Ing to Mr. and Mrs. Eugene Perry of 


IMMENSE STOCK RANCH 


Thousands of Acres of Land to Be De- 


veloped In Pine Tree State. 


Creates Producing Station 


Nearer Eastern Markets. 


Also Affords an Opportunity to Stock Aban- j 


doned and Impoverished Farms. 


Ellsworth, Me., Sept. 21.—A project of 


importance, which has for Its object the 
making of Maine a beef, pork and mut- 
ton raising state, has advanced to such 
a point that its promoters already Icok 
upon it as assured. In brief, it is pro- 
posed to establish aa Immensa stock 
farm or ranch, which will be stockeJ 
with cattle, sheep and swine. For this 
purpose 04,000 acres of land in Washing- 
ton county have been secured. 


This land lies in the towns of Cheery- 


field, Debloise, Columbia and township 
No. IS, and embraces an extensive plain 
or high tableland from 300 to 400 feet 
above tlje sea level. There is in the 
tract one plot of 20,000 acres, on which 
there is not a rock or a tree, and1 the 
\\hole piece can be cultivated with a 
steam gang plow such as is used in the 
west The soil is a mixture of clay and 
loam. Where it has been cultivated it 
has proven very productive. 


What first attracted cattlemen to the 


place as favorable for cattle raising was 
a apecies of winter grass which, grows 
in great abundance, and which will af- 
ford grazing for cattle early in April, or 
two months earlier than on the Maine 
sea coast. This grass is found in quan- 
tity In no other part of Maine. There is 
also in the tract 50 miles of streams, 
which would furnish an abundance of 
water for stack. 


The work of stocking the ranch will 


begin as s.oon as possible and1 within 
three years, say the projectors, there 
will be 10,000 head of cattle on this ranch. 


But the plan does not stop here. It is 


proposed also to redeem the abandoned 
and impoverished farms of Maine, and 
from the Washington county ranch 
stock as many of theim as1 will siupport 
cattle. When the owner of one of these 
farms cannot afford to pay the farm.-will 
be stocked by the cattlemen and pay- 
taken in cattle raised- United States 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, who 
has devoted much time to the study of 
the abandoned farms of New England, 
has given this project his endorsement 
and will soon send a commissioner to 
Maine to make an inspection of some of 
the farms and report as to the adapta- 
bility of the soil to stock raising pur- 
poses. Some work in this direction has 
already been done, and the reports were 
fav 
-blei. The men interested in the 


project are New York and western capi- 
talists now interested in cattle raising 
in the west. They have an abundance 
of capital at their command. It is not 
proposed to establish competition with 
western cattle, but rather to create a 
producing station nearer the eastern 
markets.
